A train wreck Frkby morn- 
ing. which caused a spectacular 
explosion and fire and threat- 
ened to convert two cartoads of 
vinyl chlorkle into nauseating 
and potentially fatal phoagene 
brought evacuation of moat of 
Homer's 1,000 nwdento. No in- 
juries were reported. 


Col. Fredrick Oavfdff, State 
Police director, callad an end to 
the evacuation at 5:30 p.m. Fri- 
day after being assured by NYC 
General Manager William Salt- 
er and Homer Fire Chief Bruce 
Gregg that the danger to the 
community had passed. 


Salter said he couki not esti- 
mate the cost of the damage, 
and he declined to speculate on 
the cause of the wreck.

For 10 minutes as their space 
fihip raced across the fkies. 
James A. Lovell Jr. and Edwin 
E. Akirin Jr. were busy c?ni- 
eramen. recording the steady 
movement of the new moon as it 
slipped across the face of the 
sun. 


For seven or ^ h t seconds the 
sun was in rare total echpee and 
the Gemini 12 pictures may give 
man his most rev'ealing lock at 
this phenomenon and perhaps 
answer some acxcntific rkkDes. 


Before speeding out over the 
Atlantic, 
Lovell 
and 
Aldrin 
pitched 
the spacecraft nose 
down in an apparently unsuc- 
cessful effort to photograph the 
giant 52-mile-wide shadow of Úte 
moon as it slkl across Peru, Bo- 
livia. Brazil and Argentina.

Gemini Seeks

CAPE KENNEDY. FU. (AP) 
— America's men in space are 
mothering frog eggs to find out 
how a tadpole learns which w d 
is up. 


Twice Friday the exneriment. 
testing the effect of gravity on 
embryology, called for attention 
from astronauts Janies A. Lov­ 
ell Jr. and Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. 


On their first pass over ttie 
United States, they were or­ 
dered to put a thermal cover on 
the egg box becsuse instru­ 
ments on the ground said the 
eggs were too hot. 


Later, missicm control asked 
the astronauts to “jiggle the 
electrical connector to the box,” 
and the spacemen checked this 
out. 


The fertilized eggs came from 
female leopard frogs which ovu­ 
lated (Ml a frog farm here in 
tune with the Gemini count­ 
down. 


If all goes well, the Gemini 
crew will bring back to earth 
tadpoles hatched in space to 
bdp Ames Research Center,

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Suggest Ways To 
Ward Off Colds 


Suggestions 
about fighting 
that recurring winter bugaboo 
—the common cold—may aid 
in avoiding a cold this winter 
or if you happen to catch one, 
how best to treat it, said Dr. 
Albert E. Heustis, director of 
the Michigan Department of 
Health. 


Most evidence now seems to 
point to tiny little germs, called 
virtues, as being the thing that 
causes colds. 
Some of these 
germs have been identified, but 
there are so many different 
types that no single immuniz­ 
ing agent has been perfected 
to use against all of them, he 
said. 


“Now, what can you do to 
avoid a cold? Actually, there is 
no set of rules that will com­ 
pletely protect you, but there 
are certain health measures 
which will help to keep your 
resistance at a high level," said 
Dr. Heustis. 


“First, keep in good physical 
condition. Try to eat three 
well-balanced meals a day, and 
exercise to unwind tense and 
tired muscles. It is also im­ 
portant to get the right amount 
of sleep and rest.** 


“Try to avoid getting wet 
or chilled as much as possible. 
You should also watch fluctua­ 
tions in temperature, and wear 
your heavy coat and overshoes 
when necessary. 
You should 
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also steer clear of people who 
have already been infected. It 
is especially important to try 
to stay away from large crowds 
to cut down the chances of 
exposure.” 


“But if by chance you do 
come down with a cold, there 
are some common sense things 
you should do to treat it. And 
for the benefit of other folks 
you should keep your cold at 
home 
during 
the 
infectious 
stage—the first two or three 
days especially. 


“Get plenty of rest. Bedrest 
is the most important of all. 
Be sure to drink a lot of li­ 
quids, relying on fruit juices, 
hot tea with lemon, and the 
like. 
Avoid alcoholic bever­ 
ages, as they are not particu­ 
larly useful to you in throwing 
off the bug,” he said. 


“Eat sensibly — simple bal­ 
anced 
nourishing 
foods 
are 
best. 
Disposable 
tissues 
are 
helpful in preventing irritation 
around the nostrils. 
However, 
be careful to properly dispose 
of them in order to keep cold 
germs from getting into the 
air,” Heustis warned.
